He 
is brirging down his supplies by the 
river. 

Mr. Linklater, who bas been ailing 
duriug the winter, left for the hospi- 
ial in town. We bope to soon wear 
of his recovery. 

As it may be of interest both to the 
people of our district and others in- 
terested in it, we give thé weather re- 
port for the month of May up to the 
28.b. The observations were taken 
and recorded as below ; 

Durirg the month of May there were 
twenty fine days af mixed sunshine 
and shadew. one dag all sunshine. and 
twe days entirely cloudy. We had siz 
rains or rather showers during the 
month. All were light. On six days 
we had snow.’ On May 19th over four 
inches fell, but left quickiy. Thirteen 
days in the month the wind blew from 
the east. Seven days it blew from the 
west, three cays from the north and 
three days from the south. During the 
first jew days of the monib there were 
light frosis, “ai the latter port hae 
been free from frosts. 

The trees have taken on a verdant 
appearance and the flowers are out in 
abundance.

@ question by the leader of the opposi- 
tion, the premier gave the names of 
the members of the Transportation 
Commission, whose oginization was 
announced in the speech from the 
throne. The names are, Sar Wm. Van 
Borne. Montreal ; Mr. Fry, Quebec; and 
Mr. John Bertram, Torento. The du- 
ties of the commission are scarcely de- 
fined by the name as they are expect- 
ea4 to deal chiefly with the question 
of the improvement. of Caandian wa- 
fterways and ports as dastinci “from 
railWwiy or ocean transportation. 

In addition the premier made an an- 
nouncement m regard to the applica- 
fhons now before parliament for an- 
thority «an? assistance towards the 
construction of several transcontinen- 
tal railways through Canadian Terri- 
tories, The premier announced that the 


policy of the govermment was to se-| 


eure a railway from tide water to tide| Carefully balled ‘and warranted to 


water entirely on Canadian territory 
which would develop new and valuable 
country So far the government was 
mot committed to any of the schemes 
propeed. nor indeed had fimally de- 
cided whether the proposed = railway 
should be owned and operated by the 
goverremnt; should be owned by the 
government and operated under tease 
fey 2a company : or should be owned and 
operated by a company receiving gov- 
ernment assistance.’ Should the fat- 
ter idea prevai! he assared the House 
that assistance to bo given would not 
take the form of a grant of Jand. The 
announcement was received with gen- 
eral satisfaction by the Bouse as far 
as it went, but it still leaves open the 
question of what ts to be done with 
the various railway appheatioas to be 
thrasbed out in the Railway commt- 
tee. 

A somewhat lengthy dePate Wlioweda 
the premier’s announcement, in which 
the ex-minister of public works took 
43 lively gurt, riding his pet hebby of 
improvement te Canadian ports, espec- 
ially the port of Montreal. Amongst 
other things he stated that it would 
require a further expenditure of six 
million dollars to property equip the 
port of Montreal and deepen the chan- 
nel of tbe St.. Lawrence so as to ade- 
quately accominedate moijern ocean 
traffic. Ow ibis pomnt it was suggest- 
ed by Mr. Oliver that if stx mithon dol- 
Jags was siill required to make Bon- 
treal Canada’s pational port, 1 was 
evidence that Montreal was not the 
place fur tue matiopal port and that 
Quebec would hare to be considered as 
bolding that position. 

The Grand Trunk railway Will oece- 
pied the attention of the Railwuy com- 
mittee during the sittings of Wedoes- 
day and Thursday. The bill is re- 
ceiving an amoupst of criticism and 
opposiiion tbat could scarcely have 
been expected, The Maritime pro 
vinces members at previous meetings 
bad formed a wedge, so to speak, in 
opposition to the bill unless the scheme 
included a winter port in the Maritume 
provinces. They bad been usable to 
agree as to which por: should be ta- 
ken, and compromised oo the proposi- 
tion that the company shbould build 
through New Brunswick to Munciton. 
From Moncton the Intercelenial diver- 
ges to St. Jobn and Halifax. The idea 
was that these ports, would compete 
for the winter traffic from Moneton 
over the Intercolonial. To the sur- 
prise of everyone in the Railway com- 
mittec oa Thursday morning the com- 
pany submitted’ an amendment to 
their dill requiring them to construct 
from Quebec to Moncton.
